It's ironic that Players* Theatre, at the end of an irifertile (almost sterile) season (4 
plays in the entire year) would conclude with an indictment of what is vital about the 
spirit and culture of North America. Players' production of Edward Albee's Who's 
Afraid of Virginia. Woolf succeeds, and upon reflection, should be an cmbarass- 
ment to them . Virginia Woolf is an assault on a sterile society of frustrated careerists 
with middle-class/middle-agcd mentalities, trapped in the present, living obsessively 
for the future. 

Should this be taken as an indictment of Players' Theatre? 

The production is true to the text and the play is completely deceiving. A real 
danger in seeing it, is missing the author's intent entirely. You could easily sit 
through the whole play thinking you .were witnessing another pyscho-dramatic 
dissection of a failed relationship, a little more disturbing and profound than most, 
since it was written by Edward Albees But Virgin» Woolf isn't only a play about per- 
ianal relationships, it's also an unsentimental defoliation of American civilisation. 
It's no coincidence, that the play's main characters, George, a college professor, and 
his wife Martha, daughter of the college president, have the same Christian names as 
the Washington^ — the two people, so myth goes, who gave birth to America. 

The audience is abruptly introduced to the couple in the midst of what seems to be 
a slighty more vicious than usual marital wargame. George, played by John Casuc- 
cio, is the most convincingly portrayed character — an aging historian who is 
systematically exposed by his wife as a faijure. His wife, the president's daughter, 
played Valley Girl style by' Mary Jo Eustace, is a vicious, frustrated matriarch. She 
dominates her husband, ordering him to fetch drinks and light her cigarettes while 
she insults him from the couch. He stages verbal rebellions against her and she taunts 
him with his feeble anger. The desperate day-to-day survival cycle, pulling, pushing 
and tearing, open cracks in the human armour leaving widening holes to gape in the 
audience's face! -, 

Albee is a master at displaying, in conversation, the shifting of dominance and 
how enemies must constantly keep up and realign in the escalating conflict. At one 
point George threatens Martha when she suggests she will reveal the couple's secret: 

"Just don't start in on the bit about the kid. 
Her: "What do you take me for?" 
Him: "Much too much." 

Her: "Yeah? WeU, I'll start in on the kid if I want to. , 
Him: "Just leave the kid out of this." 

Her: "He's as much mine as he is yours. I'll talk about him if I want to. 
Him: "I advise against it Martha." 

The game has sustained the relationship for more than twenty years. However, 
withf the entrance of a young couple at Martha's earlier invitation, it becomes 
dangerous. Martha and George invoke a a second ritual of exposing each other. The 
first time it was just in front of the audience. Now they zealously draw the naive cou- 
ple into their warzone. George and Martha are victimizing the couple and the au- 
dience. It could be construed that the couple represents the audience within the play. 
Nick and Honey are firstly surprised by this couple (as we are), then as they become 
drunk with George's wit and Martha's seduction (and literally drunk), they feed off 
lt ' 

This is where this production encounters difficulty. The actors provide stage ag- 
gression by glancing hostile speeches off one another. They do not listen. Don Car- 
rier, who plays Nick, a young newly-appointed professor in the biology department, 
seems to have been wedged .into his role and it's hard to get much sense of character 
from his performance. 

Martha's father, the college president, is a major character who never appears; an 
invisible patriarch against whom George is always measured. George never becomes 
Chair of the history department. A gigantic figure by Martha's description, her 
father is the rules of the game by which George fails miserably. 

Her: "My father thought he'd (George) take over some day. 

"You see George didn't have it in him." 

Meanwhile Martha is busy seducing the biologist. George, finally, is riled and in 
his anger things become clear to him, including his next move. The games, he an- 
nounces, were "humiliate the host", and "hump the hostess" and he turns to the 
guests. 

The play's prcdictabe drama is misleading. Martha is introduced as the powerful, 
malicious character, tormenting her husband due to her own frustration and for her 
own satisfaction. George, on the other hand, is the witty, embattled husband buried 
under his wife's fantasy expectations. What is disguised all along, as probably in real 
life, is that the male is ultimately in control throughout. It is he, who challenges his 
wife to speak of the "son" (a challenge which she has to accept according to the 
rules), escalating the tension to the breaking point. 

Albee has few illusions about what he sees as the consequences of the different roles 
forced on men and women in heterosexual society, revealing French playright Jean 
Genet's influence. Genet is known for his subversive depictions of reverse dépendance 
in unequal relationships. , 

. The two people who seem to have carried this production are John Casuccio and 
the director Leslie Lester. Casuccio's energetic and varied performance is the 
momentum of the production. The dynamics of the relationships, with their sequen- 
tial emotional logic, has been carefully constructed by precise and sensitive direction. 

The production is intense, grueling and long. Players' production is behind the 
times but not out of date. It's successful as far as it's obvious and then it is frighten-' 
ing. 

Virgins Woolf ■ seeming predicatability is a joke played on Honey and Nick, as 
well as audience. Drawn in initially for the benefits of watching Martha and George 
tear open their bitter lives, they are soon exposed and so are we. But we, as does 
Players' Theatre, can choose whether or not to believe what is being spoken for us. 

Who's Afraid of Virginia Woolf is playing at Players' Theatre this week and next.

Jazz is threatening to wander off into 
obscurity and become only a musicians' 
music. Jazz, like people, loses listeners 
when it gets too wrapped up in itself. 

Happily, there are some new bands 
who refuse to fall into that vortex of self- 
indulgence that is so alienating. The 4th 
Stream is a jazz trio which has struck a 
balance between creating an original im- 
provisational sound, but a ho a lis tenable 
one. Composed of a tenor saxophonist 
(Ken Vandermark), a bassist (Scott 
White), and a drummer (Brendan 
Burke), the group is releasing their first 
album in April, entitled. Painted Room. 

Their size necessitates a minimalist 
sound. But the immediacy of their im- 
provisations more than makes up for the 
sparsity of their instrumentation. The 
musical mood is generally one of urban 
Isolation or loneliness. The best way to 
get a feel for the group's sound without 
hearing them is to stand outside Place 
Ville Marie at around six a.m. on a Sun- 
day morning. 

The music of Painted Room is not 
slow; rather, it is dynamic and aurally 
energetic. It is a kind of jazz sound that 
both purists and neophytes can ap- 
preciate. Confined to recognizable, even 
rhythms, the music does not degenerate 
into the cacophonie outbursts which 
characterize bad avant-garde jarz. 



Considering the seriousness of their 
musical mood, it is not surprising that the 
group changed their name from Spiny 
Norman and the Piranha Brothers (a 
name borrowed from the comedy troupe 
Monty Python) a couple of months ago. 
In spite of the mood, Painted Room ex- 
udes a joy which can only be present in a 
form like jazz, possibly the most freely ex- 
pressive music around (with the exception 
of some traditional tribal forms). 

Improvisational freedom, 
characteristic of avante-garde jarz, runs 
throughout the record, even on the first 
three cuts, which were written for Marc 
Haas' play, Painted Man. 

Either for the jazz purist or the casual 
listener, Painted Room is a good testa- 
ment on vinyl to jazz's potential and, con- 
trary to popular belief, to its accessibility. 
Support local talent; come April, buy 
Painted Room.

If you think Canadians are too dull to 
be bilarioush/ nereotyped like other 
ethnic groups, you're half right. 

Hugh Brewster and John Forbes, the 
co-authors of The Complete Hoser 
Handbook, set out to tell us that we're 
just as laughable as everybody else, but 
they only succeed in awkwardly baring 
our self-image problems. 

The book tries too hard — its' pro- 
blems all stem from there. It would be 
enlightening to laugh at ourselves, but 
this book doesn't go far in helping us 
realize that goal. The Handbook's at- 
tempts at humour are so cheap and forc- 
ed that they verge on the offensive. 

The authors have taken an object of 
humour (hosers) that wore thin when it 
was first introduced by Rick Moranis 
(Bob McKenzie) and Dave Thomas 
(Doug McKenzie) three years ago, and 
combined it with another thoroughly 
dated Canadian humour book (Cana- 
dian, Eh?). .The result is pretty thread- 
bare — a book of utterly stale and in- 
sulting "humour." 

Although furnished with a disclaimer 
distancing itself from our old friends, the 
McKcnzies, the book really lacljs 
originality. It, Uke the McKenzies, por- 
trays Canadians as being beer swilling 
idiots who punctuate every sentence with 
"eh." This stereotype would not be that 
bad, but the fact is that in the Handbook 
it simply isn't funny. 

The book is not even a groaner, 
although it might cause some readers to 
wince in self-inflicted pain. 

The Complete Hoser Handbook is on- 
ly successful in exposing the Canadian 
identity crisis. We, like other national 
groups, feel the need to joke about 
ourselves. But, at least in the context of 
this book, they fear going too far and 
making Canadians a real joke. The 
stereotypes are alien and unrecognizable, 
merely punctuated with token 
familiarities like Canadian Tire and 
Brewer's Retail stores. The book is devoid 
of any connection with Canadian reality: 
not a good recipe for self-parody. 



An example of the Handbook's feeble 
attempts at hilarity is Ginnie de Woofs 
"Household Slick-Tricks," part of a small 
town newspaper parody: 

You can greatly reduce peameal bacon 
shrinkage by coating slices in flour and 
ground cornflakes — zesty too... 




The Official Preppy Handbook,' on 
whose format this book is based, was at 
least original and showed some class. But, 
nearly 150 pages of Hoser facts and 
figures which are at times anti- 
francophone and sexist, degenerates into 
boredom (wince). 

Brewster and Forbes attempt to parody 
a Canadian Tire catalogue and the resul- 
tant "sidesplittcrs" are "The 'Chipmunk 
Joe' and 'Chipmunk Mo' Hand Puppet 
Toques" and the "NHL Puck Soap-on-a- 
Rope." If I had died laughing you 
wouldn't be reading this review. But, I 
did have the urge to gnaw my leg off in 
trapped self-hatred. 

Yes, it is easy to slam this book; 
perhaps it is too easy. But if we're going 
to see stereotypes, at the very least they 
should be funny.

Valeria Sarmientos' Un Homme, Un Vrai is a very witty study of machismo in 
Costa Rica, where it has been banned. 

Through a series of interviews in which she asks her subjects to compare the 
romanticism in the Costa Rican male to that of the European male, Sarmientos gets 
them to talk freely, confident that she, a Chilean, is on their side. 

This works against them; they soon drift from talking about romanticism to talk- 
ing about their sexual exploits. Their innocence and false complicitness with the 
director makes all of them, from two eight year-old students to a seventy year old 
druggist, stand naked in their conceit, their hypocrisy and their misogyny. The direc- 
tor does not show the causes of machismo nor does she try to ferret out the psychology 
behind it. She simply presents it, wittily and ironically, as a reality. 

The film begins with a performance of the Costa Rican national dance. The men, 
dressed in the traditional white suit of the vaqueras, the Latin American cowboy, 
wave lariats over their heads while the women, in brightly coloured skirts, try to 
evade them. The dance ends with the women getting lassoed and succumbing to the 
men. 

This sets the tone. None of the men in the film see the women as separate entities. 
To them, women are half-things which need a man to become complete. Men, 
however, are fully realized and women are just complementary objects which add ex- 
tra flavour and richness; a bit like salad dressing, I suppose. 

The male's view of the double standard as an inviolabe right is also well 
demonstrated, this time through interviews with a taxi-driver and two convicts. The 
taxi-driver has three different wives. He is shown with all of them. None know that he 
k is involved with other women. Sarmientos interviews them and they all present their 
husband as a model of faithfulness and a good provider. 

The taxi-driver is proud of his ability to maintain these different families. For him, 
they are a testament to his productivenes and sexual prowess. The taxi-driver, who 
decided on polygamy after getting gonorrhea from a prostitute, but whp still has an 
arrangement with a whorehouse from which he gets a handout for every client he br- 
ings them, doesn't see anything wrong with his actions. He does not see this as ex- 
ploitation. Sarmientos points out that this is not so odd — his society does not repri- 
mand him for such behaviour. 

The director shows us this most forcibly when she interviews two men dressed like 
ordinary workers. They begin to tells us how they did everything to please their 
ungrateful wives. For a while, we are led to think that Sarmientos is going to show the 
other side of the omelette. She doesn't, and when the two men tell us that they killed 
their wives, one for her not having supper ready when he came home from work, it 
comes as a shock. The characters' confusion as to their present situation is sad; socie- 
ty has so often condoned and even congratulated their supremacy as males that they 
cannot really understand why they're in jail. 

Sarmientos portrays women as people who are ignorant of their victimization but 
who are also, through this same lack of awareness, unconscious instruments of their 
own oppression. In Costa Rica, women, from birth, are taught to accept the role 
society imposes on them while at the same time propagating existing social stan- 
dards. 

Un homme reveals how popular music and the movies help to entrench 
machismo. Latin American standards glorifying the male are sung by a male folk 
group throughout the film. Sometimes, women even join in. 

A clip from one of Jorge Negrito's films is shown repeatedly throughout. (Jorge 
Negrito was a Mexican star of the 40's and 50's whose films were popular throughout 
Latin -America. He and his films glorified the macho figure. When he died all his 
widows showed up at the funeral.) At various points, Sarmiento freezes different im- 
ages of Negrito. In doing so, she shows how insidiously and forcefully machismo is 
promoted while at the same time ridiculing the macho. 

Wryly and incisively, Sarmientos depicts a clownish figure who is extremely power- 
ful and, though in different guises, is omnipresent.
